Numismatic  Society’s  show  at  the  Dearborn  Hyatt  Regency  convention 
center.  There  are  a  lot  of  dealers  and  I  did  find  a  few  bars  that  I  liked. 
They  were  offered  by  the  Birmingham  (Michigan)  Mint.  The  bars  I 
purchased  were  CT-27,  HAM-637,  JCM-16,  MAD- 193,  MED-1,  MLM- 
13,  WM-46,  WWM-10V  (unlisted),  USSC-181  and  a  Banco  Minero  Del 
Peru.  (If  you  have  any  information  about  the  Bank  of  Peru  bar,  please 
share  it  with  me.  Thanks.)  The  biggest  thing  that  I  learned  at  the  show 
and  accompanying  auction  is  new,  NEVER  take  anything  for  granted. 

Once  again,  Craig  Whitford  Auctions  had  some  great  auction 
lots  that  appealed  to  me.  I  thought  my  areas  of  collecting  were  far 
enough  off  the  beaten  track  that  I  could  pick  up  a  lot  of  auction  material 
that  appealed  to  me  for  a  GOOD  price.  WRONG!  Some  of  the  lots 
opened  above  my  top  range  bid  and  went  up  from  there.  Pre-sale 
estimates  were  exceeded  in  most  of  the  lots  I  wanted.  My  personal 
preference  at  auctions  is  to  sit  in  the  back  so  I  can  see  my  competition. 
This  strategy  was  ambushed  when  the  auction  hall  filled  up  and  they  had 
to  bring  in  two  more  rows  of  chairs.  It  seemed  like  everyone  in  those 
two  rows  was  interested  in  the  same  material  I  was  interested  in.  So  with 
my  bidding  strategy  out  of  whack,  1  tried  to  improvise,  but  it  didn  ’t  work. 
There  were  too  many  bidding  snipers  in  the  back  rows.  1  did  pick  up/win 
some  great  German-related  lots  but  the  So-Called  dollars  (H&K)  and 
other  TAMS  material  that  I  thought  I  would  buy  went  home  with 
someone  else.  There  was  a  complete  set  of  Oregon  Trail  Postcards  by 
Ezra  Meeker,  a  Wells  Fargo  H&K  296,  an  Elder's  Gold  Lincoln  token 
set,  H&K’s  353,  399  and  a  Wilson  449,  and  a  Bryan  S  H&K  779.  As  an 
IASAC  member,  these  are  of  special  interest  as  they  are  all  silver  So- 
Called  dollars. 

Is  anybody  finding  any  bars  on  E-Bay?  Maybe  I'm  not  looking 
in  the  right  place  but  whenever  I've  gone  browsing,  all  I've  found  is  a 
few  common  rounds  and  U  S.  silver  eagles.  Not  quite  what  1  had  in 
mind.  I  have  been  finding  some  baseball  cards  I  wanted  and  have  filled 
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in  most  of  the  gaps  in  my  want  list.  Al  Kaline  was  my  favorite  Detroit 
Tiger  when  I  was  growing  up,  so  that  is  who  I’ve  been  focusing  on. 

In  closing,  I  just  want  to  mention  that  there  are  still  a  few  club 
rounds  left  for  sale.  There  are  approximately  10-14  regular  issues,  but 
the  enameled  rounds  have  sold  out.  Remember  this  is  our  club 
fundraising  project;  so  if  you  don’t  have  one,  please  buy  one.  Thanks. 

Also,  don’t  forget  to  send  in  your  favorite  car  stories  to  be 
eligible  for  an  award.  I  hope  everyone  had  happy  holidays  and  everyone 
is  looking  forward  to  a  great  2003.

HIGH,  or  in  Between? 


By  Stephanie  O’Neil,  Club  Historian 

1979  and  1980  posed  hard  times  in  the  art  bar  industry  as  so  few  bars 
were  minted  during  those  years.  According  to  my  count  from  the  5'h 
edition  Guide  Book,  83  bars  were  minted  in  1979  and  a  mere  61  in  1980. 
We  all  know  why,  or  should  by  now,  why  such  a  low  number  of  bars 
were  minted  during  those  years. 

But  what  about  the  high  dollar  amount  silver  commanded  for  a  fleeting 
period,  and  what  effect,  if  any,  did  it  have  on  values  set  on  bars  listed  in 
the  4lh  edition  Guide  Book  of  1986?  Were  the  value  amounts  set  higher 
as  a  result  of  so  few  bars  being  minted  during  1 979  and  1 980?  Two 
questions  hopefully  will  turn  into  answers  as  a  result  of  research.  Let’s 
take  a  look! 

In  1979,  only  1 1  of  the  83  bars  made  were  rated  R-4.  The  remaining  72 
were  R-5  bars  (i.e.  individually  priced).  Fifty-four  of  the  83  bars  were 
serial -numbered  as  well. 

There  were  only  five  mints  producing  a  number  of  bars  in  1979:  Thomas 
Greathouse  (TRG),  Green  Country  jMint  (GCM),  World  Wide  Mint 
(WWM),  Madison  Mint  (MAD)  and  The  Mint  -  TM. 

According  to  my  count  in  the  5  edition,  Thomas  Greathouse  produced 
21  bars  in  1979,  all  of  which  were  R-5  bars  ranging  in  $75  upward  to 
$150.  Mintage  went  from  20  to  225  and  all  bars  were  serial-numbered. 
Greathouse  produced  six  bars  in  1980,  again  all  R-5,  ranging  from  $60  to 
$110.  Mintage  went  from  65  to  200  and  all  were  serial-numbered.  1 
discovered  all  Greathouse  bars  listed  in  the  3rd  edition  (1979),  had 
doubled,  and  some  had  tripled  or  quadrupled  their  value  by  the  time  the 
4th  edition  was  published  in  1986.  Some  of  the  51h  edition  values  of 
Greathouse  bars  had  increased  somewhat;  some  stayed  the  same. 

Green  Country  Mint  produced  1 7  bars  in  1 979.  All  but  two  were  serial- 
numbered.  All  GCM  bars  were  also  rated  R-5  with  value  ranging  from 
$95  to  $280.  Mintage  ranged  from  20  to  200.  Green  Country  did  not 
produce  any  bars  in  1980.  1  discovered  only  1 3  of  the  1 7  bars  made  in 
1979  were  listed  in  the  3rd  edition  Guide  Book,  The  4th  edition  values 
had  doubled  or  tripled,  and  5th  edition  values  had  considerably  increased 
from  the  values  set  in  the  4lh  edition 
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World  Wide  Mint  produced  eight  bars  in  1979.  All  were  serial- 
numbered.  R-5  bars  ranging  in  value  from  $30  to  $37.50.  Three  of  the 
eight  had  a  mintage  of  1 200.  The  remaining  five  had  no  mintage  listed. 
WWM  produced  12  bars  in  1980.  All  but  one  were  serial-numbered  and 
all  were  R-5  bars  ranging  from  $1 8  to  $75.  Only  two  of  the  eight  made 
in  1979  were  listed  in  the  3rd  edition,  and  these  more  than  doubled  in 
value  in  the  1986  guidebook.  The  5th  edition  values  stayed  the  same  as 
they  were  in  the  4!n  edition. 

Madison  Mint  produced  23  bars  in  1979.  None  were  serial-numbered. 
Nine  were  rated  R-4  and  the  remaining  14  were  R-5.  Mintage  was 
unlisted  for  all  23  bars.  MAD  produced  nine  bars  in  1980.  None  of 
these  were  serial -numbered  and  all  were  listed  R-5  with  no  mintage 
given.  The  3rd  edition  guidebook  placed  relatively  low  values  on  these 
bars  ($13).  Most  Madison  Mint  bars  were  given  R-4  ratings  when  the  4lh 
edition  was  published  in  1 986.  The  same  holds  true  for  values  set  on 
MAD  bars  in  the  5th  edition  guidebook. 

The  Mint  produced  eight  bars  in  1979  and  all  were  serial-numbered  R-5 
bars  selling  from  $27  to  $94.  Mintage  ranted  from  50  to  500.  The  Mint 
did  not  produce  any  bars  in  1 980.  Only  one  of  the  eight  bars  made  in 

1 979  was  listed  in  the  3  edition.  The  comparison  of  bar  values  in  the  4 
and  5th  editions  was  similar. 

There  were  a  few  other  people  who  minted  the  remaining  six  bars  of  83 
in  1979.  The  remaining  34  bars  in  1980  came  from  ‘one  here  and  one 
there’  as  well. 

As  you  have  read,  high  dollar  amounts  were  definitely  set  by  the  time  the 
4th  edition  guide  book  was  written  in  1986  on  bars  made  in  1979  and 

1980  (except  for  Madison  Mint).  These  bars  had  low  mintages  and  most 
were  serial -numbered.  Greathouse,  Green  Country,  World  Wide, 

Madison  and  The  Mint  held  strong  through  tough  times.  The  high  dollar 
amount  placed  on  these  bars  of  yesterday  are  the  bars  (excepting  MAD) 
of  today  that  are  commanding  top  dollar  and  are  highly  sought-after  by 
art  bar  collectors!  Interesting  revelation!

The  California  state  quarter  will  be 
released  in  2005  and  IASAC  member 
Garrett  Burke’s  design  is  among  the 
twenty  submitted  to  Gov.  Gray  Davis 
for  consideration.  The  public  is 
invited  to  vote  for  their  favorite  design 
through  the  end  of  January,  at  which 
time  the  five  finalists  will  be  decided 
upon.  (See  http://l  34. 186,46. 107/, 

(design  #1  -in  case  the  site  is  still  up 
and  running  by  the  time  you  receive 
this  issue  of  the  Bugle.) 

Garrett’s  design  features  the  Yosemite  Valley  and  naturalist  John  Muir. 

It  was  pictured  on  the  front  page  of  Coin  World  (Jan.  20,  2003)  and  also 
shown  in  Numismatic  News  (Jan.  21,  2003,  pg.  22,  figure  1).  The  Sierra 
Club  for  their  online  news  also  interviewed  Garrett.  See 
www.sienaclub.org/current/muir  quarter  asp.  The  following  article 
dated  Jan.  16  was  taken  from  this  source. 


An  Interview  with  Garrett  Burke 

From  the  time  he  arrived  in  San  Francisco  in  1 868,  John  Muir  called  California 
home.  One  look  at  the  Sierra  Nevada,  which  he  re-christened  the  “Range  of 
Light”  and  Muir  was  smitten.  It  was,  he  wrote,  “the  most  divinely  beautiful  of 
all  the  mountain  chains  I  have  ever  seen  ” 


Now,  another  Californian  is  trying  to  commemorate  the  man  many  consider  to 
be  the  Father  of  the  National  Parks  and  one  of  the  greatest  figures  in  American 
conservation  by  placing  his  image  on  the  California  Quarter 

Garrett  Burke  is  a  40-year-old  graphic  designer  and  Pratt  Institute  graduate  who 
moved  from  the  east  coast  to  Southern  California  in  1985.  He  spoke  with  us  on 
the  phone  from  Los  Angeles 

How  did  you  first  get  involved  in  this  project? 


I  was  at  the  Long  Beach  Coin  Show  with  my  wife  and  daughter  when  I  first  saw 
the  flyer  soliciting  designs  for  the  California  Quarter  And  it  was  my  wife  who 
really  urged  me  to  contribute  something  Michelle  has  been  a  coin  collector,  or 
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numismatist,  since  she  was  seven  years  old  I  d  always  felt  that  coins  had  a  kind 
of  spiritual  value  to  them,  but  she  was  the  one  who  showed  me  the  artistic  value. 


So,  through  her  influence  1  became  knowledgeable  about  coins  and  coin 
designers  people  like  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  and  Hermon  Atkins  MacNeil, 
the  artisans  who  actually  designed  the  coins.  From  there  1  got  interested  in  the 
back-stories  behind  who  the  models  were  and  what  their  historical  significance 
was 


Another  wonderful  influence  was  Duane  Spellman,  a  well-known  figure  among 
L  A  coin  collectors.  He  really  taught  me  a  lot,  not  just  about  the  historical  and 
artistic  aspects,  but  also  about  the  technical  considerations  and  specification  that 
go  into  minting  a  coin 

How  much  is  there  to  know? 

There’s  really  quite  a  bit  to  know,  just  as  with  fine  an:  all  the  same  ideas  hold 
true  with  coins  After  all,  a  coin  is  really  a  very  small  piece  of  sculpture.  It  has 
monetary  value,  of  course,  and  value  to  the  government  as  currency,  but  also 
some  intrinsic  value  that  has  to  do,  in  part,  with  who  or  what  scene  is  depicted 
on  the  face  -  or,  in  this  case,  the  reverse  -  of  the  coin. 

So  tell  us  how  you  settled  on  Muir  and  Yosemite  for  your  design. 

Well,  there  was  a  tremendous  amount  of  research  that  went  into  the  project.  I 
spent  a  good  deal  of  time  reading  about  California  history  and  studying 
California  imagery  and  symbolism  What  I  really  learned  was  how  much  I 
didn’t  know 

At  first,  I  simply  had  Yosemite  Valley  on  the  coin,  but  then  1  thought  it  lacked  a 
person,  lacked  a  story  The  coins  that  had  always  appealed  to  me  personally 
were  ones  that  had  a  person  on  them  Particularly  when  the  person  is  neither  a 
president  nor  royalty,  I  find  I  want  to  know  more  about  them,  what  made  them 
worthy  of  such  an  honor.  The  gold  dollar  with  Sacagawea,  for  example,  or  the 
figure  on  the  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  You  know,  each  coin  is  really  a  little 
piece  of  American  history  I  didn’t  know  anything  about  Caesar  Rodney  until  1 
saw  him  on  the  Delaware  Quarter  and  learned  about  his  famous  horseback  ride 
to  sign  the  Declaration  of  Independence  When  I  thought  about  it,  it  was  like, 
‘Wow,  1  just  learned  a  little  bit  about  my  country.’ 

For  my  design,  I  wanted  someone  who  represented  something  that  1,  as  a  citizen, 
could  aspire  to.  And  1  thought,  wouldn’t  it  be  great  to  have  someone  from 
California  who  would  inspire  and  educate  people?  Muir  just  rose  to  the  front  of 
my  mind  immediately 


So  what  do  you  hope  people  would  learn  from  your  quarter,  should  it  be 
chosen? 
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That  we  have  to  learn  to  coexist  with  nature,  that  nature  is  precious  and  that 
man's  place  in  nature  should  never  be  taken  for  granted  And  that  one  person 
can  make  a  difference.  What  Muir  stood  for  is  really  what  all  Americans,  and 
really  all  citizens  of  the  planet,  should  stand  for:  Making  a  difference  and  living 
in  balance  with  nature  and  just  realizing  that  we’re  only  on  this  planet  for  a  very 
short  time  and  that  what  we  do  every  day  counts 

John  Muir  embodied  that  spirit  He  had  no  boundaries.  Everything  in  his  life 
was  about  searching,  and  educating  himself  and  inspiriting  others  1  told  my 
wife  he  was  like  the  Johnny  Appleseed  of  conservation.  He  planted  the  seeds  of 
his  message  everywhere.  And  that  message  was  so  pure  and  his  passion  so 
profound,  that  people  would  listen 

How  do  you  feel  about  the  prospects  of  your  design? 

Well,  I  feel  very  honored  just  to  be  in  the  top  20  That’s  really  a  great  honor  I 
think  it  would  be  great  if  it  was  selected  as  one  of  the  final  five  to  be  interpreted 
by  the  Mint,  but  1  don’t  envy  the  governor  in  making  the  choice.  There  are  a  lot 
of  fine  designs  there  This  project  is  something  I’ve  done  in  my  spare  time  - 
mornings,  evenings,  weekends  -  and  I  told  my  wife,  I  don’t  expect  this  to  go 
anywhere,  but  I  have  to  try.  Because  I  felt  that  California  had  given  me  so 
much,  1  had  to  try  to  give  just  a  little  back  And  Muir,  for  me  embodies  the  best 
of  California. 


Garrett  was  hoping  that  the  Sierra  Club  would  also  plug  IASAC  in  the 
article,  but  they  didn’t  want  to  mention  another  club.  Anyhow,  he  tried! 

Speaking  of  other  clubs,  Garrett  and  Michelle  spent  the  weekend  of 
January  18-19  at  the  CSNA(Cal.  State  Numis.  Assn.)/San  Jose  coin  show 
promoting  the  Yosemite/John  Muir  quarter  design.  Michelle  emailed  to 
say,  “I  figured  the  best  way  for  us  to  get  the  word  out  was  to  reach  the 
other  half  of  the  vote...  up  North...  Con  sidering  the  competition,  it  is 
being  well  received.  We’re  up  against  the  Bay  Bridge,  a  Grizzly  Bear. 
Miner  and  Waves  with  the  Sun  Please  keep  those  fingers  crossed!" 

Also  in  attendance  at  the  show  were  fellow  IASAC  members  A1  Lo.  Don 
Barsi,  Michael  Turrini,  Jan  Henke  and  ANA  Governor  Patti  Finner  A 
mini-IAS  AC  convention  in  itself!  A1  Lo  did  a  super  job  in  introducing 
Michelle  and  Garrett  to  many  coin  people,  since  he  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  San  Jose  show.
